TYPEWRITING BY \VIHE. 


.Tobn S. Thompson of Chicago is the 


inventor of what he calls an electrical BP- 
lecrivo apparatus, which, if It necouiulish- 
1* all that he contends, will create a sen- 
sation in tlie world1 of 
telegraphy 
ond 


typewriting. 
Jlr. Thompson says that 


by his invention a typewriter ut one point 
can be operated manually so 03 to print- 
any matter, anil a second typewriter at a 
different point will be operated 'so as to 
exactly reproduce this matter. 
So 
in- 


stead . of sending 
telegraphic 
messages 


spelled out by means of the Morse alpha- 
bet and then transcribed by the receiv- 
ing operator, either by hand or upon a 
typewriter machine, such messages are 
automatically printed by the typewriter 
itself. All that i.i^necessnry is to place 
tbe paper for tlie message in the 
ma- 


cbine. operate tlie switch controlling thy 
circuit -so as to allow the machine to rer 
ceive the message, and then to remove 
the paper after the message haa 
been 


printed upon it. 


WALKING OX WATER. 


The "water walker," who caused such 


a sensation last summer by 
his prome- 


nades on the surface of the Spree and 
other German rivers, is Otto Grossman. 
His walking is accomplished by means 
of two water sboe.s, which are air-tight 
zhic cylinders about thirteen feet long.to 
ihe under side of which are 'pivoted sev- 
eral flaps. These flaps rise' against the 
cylinder as it is moved forward, falling 
vertically- and offering resislanee to tlie 
shoe thai is at rest. 
Tlie water walk- 


er, aided by a short oar, glides along 
rapidly and securely, even in Uie waves 
produced by a passing steamer, and one 
of his foals was a walk on water from 
Halle, to Berlin.

'hillppincs, Cuba and Porto Kico placed

Bceno of "war and bloodshed. 


Ailruncliiu: StH> Hi" Step. 


It is observed that -women, aro seizing 


every opportunity to advance themselves. 
One of tho latest instances is brought to 
ight in the bill recently introduced in 
joth hoxiscs of congress providing for a 
regular corps of women nurses in the hos- 
pital service of tho United States army. 
As soon as'this 1)111 was introduced an 
organization of well known women, in- 
cluding thoso who had^givou a- great deal 
of time and attention to hospital service 
and who are tiio beads of schools for 
trained nurses, at ouco - descended upon 
congress in delegations and appeared be- 
fore committees to urge tho enactment o£ 
t.ho bill. They went at the matter in a 
businessliho manner and brought every 
aVgnmunt to'bear which would convince 
congress ot tho utilitv of tho new service. 
They had an indorsement of the surgeon 
general of tho army, who at tho begin- 
ning of the Spanish war was opposed to 
women nurses .in tho field. Ho at that 
time doubted tho propriety of tho ne.w de- 
parture, and it was sonic time before tho 
women were admitted to tho hospitals at 
Uie front. It was clearly proved,. how- 
ever, that theso nurses did a great deal o£ 
good and were appreciated by tho army 
people.

Washington is tho Chinese minister, .Mr. 
Wu Ting-fang. Ho is fond of society aiul 
is a conspicuous guest in his oriental 
dress at all social. f i) notions. , Being a 
graduate of Inner Temple, London, ho 
speaks English fluently and understands 
American customs perfectly. His geniality 
nnd ready wit bavu made him a universal 
favorite, while his gallantry to tho ladies 
has placed him high in their esteem. 
Madam Wu, his wife, is a quaint,'protly 
little lady aud has learned to speak Eng- 
lish vcry'wolh Sho accompanies tho min- 
ister- to dinners and some other functions, 
but does not go all tho gay rounds as docs 
he.
